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Some    really   crazy    stuff

On  Wednesday,  May  13.  IPFW 
held  its  annual  commencement 
ceremony. 

For  many,  it  signified  the  end  of 
school,  or  at  least  one  phase  of  high- 
er education.  However,  area  high 
schools  will  be  holding  their  own 
commencement  exercises  soon  loo. 
Many  of  these  graduates  will  attend 
college,  and  the  majority  of  area 
graduates  who  will  attend  college, 
choose  to  go  to  IPFW. 

The  summer  sessions  and  fall 
semester  will  be  die  first  time  these 
students  will  be 'going  fo  college.  It 
also  means  Die  return  of  many  adult 
students,  and  transfer  students.  With 
so  many  students  coming  from  all  of 
these  various  backgrounds  to  a  sin- 
gle place  to  become  educated,  some 
advice  may  be  helpful  to  aid  in  the 
success  of  IPFW's  new  students  and 
freshmen, 

Regarding  college  in  general,  1 
offer  one  warning:  college  is  more 
difficult  than  high  school.  No  matter 
what  your  major  is,  the  work  you  put 
into  class  at  college  is  more 
demanding  dan  your  high  school 
classes,  even  if  you  took  all  honor 
level  classes. 

I  had  a  full  load  of  honor  classes 
for  my  four  years  of  high  school, 
and  was  told  repeatedly  that  college 


would  require  more  work.  I  didn't 
believe  them.  After  your  first  month 
of  school,  you'll  realize  they  are 
right.  To  achieve  a  high  GPA,  or 
even  a  mediocre  one,  you  do  have  to 
work  and  study  more  than  in  high 
school.  This  applies  to  all  majors. 

I  was  a  biology  and  prc-med 
major  for  three  semesters,  and  have 
been  an  English  major  for  one.  I  put 
in  at  least  as  many  hours  in  my  lib- 
eral art  studies  as  I  did  in  my  science 
classes. 

The  only  difference  is  what  you 
study.  That  warning  aside,  I  will 
offer  you  a  few  more  pieces  of 
advice  to  help  your  academic  career 
here  to  be  a  success. 

First,  attend  all  of  your  classes, 
all  of  the  time!  By  missing  one  day. 
you  could  miss  a  pop  quiz  for  bonus 
points,  or  an  assignment,  or  a  signif- 
icant amount  of  material  which  will 
appear  on  a  lest. 

As  a  freshman,  I  did  skip  class 
occasionally,  and  did  actually  miss 
the  above-mentioned  items.  If  you 
truly  are  sick,  or  your  grandmother 
really  did  die,  or  you  have  to  miss 
class  for  any  other  reason,  contact 
your  instructor  about  it,  preferably 
before  die  absence. 

This  will  show  that  you  really 
do  value  the  class  and  your  instruc- 


tor may  even  waive  any  penalties  for 
absence. 

Until  the  first  exam,  do  every 
assignment,  read  every  chapter,  and 
visit  your  instructor  for  any  help  you 
may  need.  After  the  first  exam, 
you'll  have  a  better  idea  of  what  you 
really  need  to  do  to  excel  in  the 
class. 

Make  contact  with  your  profes- 
sors. This  is  especially  true  if  you 
are  doing  well  in  the  class,  or  if  the 
subject  is  your  major. 

If  you  make  an  effort  to  talk 
with  your  instructors,  chances  are 
that  you  will  learn  what  he  or  she 
finds  most  important  about  the  sub- 
ject. This  means  that  you  could  have 
a  belter  idea  of  what  may  be  on 
exams.  Instructors  also  are  wonder- 
ful references  for  jobs,  and  academ- 
ic programs. 

With  regard  to  your  major,  I 
would  advise  that  you  choose  your 
major  because  you  enjoy  that  area  of 
study.  I  do  not  recommend  choosing 
a  major  because  it  leads  well  to  a 
specific  career  you  think  you  want. 

If  you  enjoy  what  you  are  doing 
and  studying  in  class,  you  will  enjoy 
a  career  in  dial  field,  but  if  you  don't 
enjoy  what  you  are  studying,  you 
probably  won't  like  the  jobs  you  are 
qualified  for  with  your  degree. 


Also,  don't  be  afraid  to  change 
your  major.  Do  give  it  some  thought 
before  you  do.  otherwise  you  could 
be  changing  your  major  every  week. 
But  don't  go  through  all  of  college 
hating  what  you're  studying.  You 
can  use  summer  classes  to  help 
catch  up  on  any  lime  you  may  have 
lost  due  to  your  change  of  major. 
With  careful  planning  and  advising, 
its  very  likely  that  you  can  still  grad- 
uate on  time. 

I  also  advise  you  to  schedule 
your  classes  as  early  as  possible. 
That  way,  you  will  have  a  better 
chance  of  getting  die  classes  you 
need  and  want.  That  means  you  have 
a  better  chance  of  graduating  in  four 
years  too. 

Also,  don'l  rule  summer  ses- 
sions out.  Summer  classes  are  usu- 
ally more  relaxed,  and  can  be  a  great 
way  to  get  many  of  your  classes  "out 
of  the  way." 

I  offer  two  final  pieces  of 
advice:  don'l  give  up,  and  put  your 
education  first  in  your  life.  I  give  all 
of  this  advice  to  you  based  on  my 
experiences  here  at  IPFW,  and  at  die 
West  Lafayciie  campus  of  Purdue 
University. 

I  wish  all  students,  especially 
the  new  ones,  the  best  of  luck  and 
success.

Whether  you  are  coming 
straight  from  high  school  or  have 
just  decided  you  need  some  higher 
form  of  education  to  get  ahead  in 
the  work  place,  coming  10  college 
for  the  first  lime  may  make  it  seem 
like  a  complicated  place. 

Il  may  appear  to  be  a  place 
where  there  are  so  many  rules  and 
very  few  familiar  faces  for  people 
who  venture  out  into  the  world  of 
higher  learning. 

Just  like  any  other  institution  or 
workplace,  there  are  rules  thai  are 
set  out  in  stone  and  some  thai  lay 
beneath  the  foundation  of  the  rules 
set  in  stone. 

Neither  of  the  sei  of  rules  total- 
ly lakes  precedent  over  the  other, 
but  ihe  underlying  rules  are  the  ones 
thai  are  the  hardest  to  find. 

Most  of  the  rules  of  this  fine 
institution  are  in  the  Bulletin  of 
Undergraduate  Programs . 

The  rules  ih.it  we  wish  to 
inform  you  of.  however,  may  not 
appear  in  any  pamphlet  or  book  that 
you  may  see  during  your  stay  here 
at  IPFW. 

One  of  the  most  important  rules 
■hat  you  need  to  know  is  to  keep, 
review  and  understand  your 
syllabi.  These  are  the  outlines  that 
the  professors  give  you  to  lei!  you 
in  advance  what  the  course  is  and 
what  is  going  to  be  done  in  class. 

No  mailer  how  much  you 
expect  the  professor  to  follow  the 
syllabus,  it  will  hardly  ever  happen. 
The  ironic  thing  is  that  die  professor 
will  expect  you  to  follow  it  lo  every 
Hide  word,  especially  on  deadlines. 

It  is  best  to  check  your  syllabus 


as  oflen  as  possible  to  make  sure 
that  you  know  what  is  supposed  to 
be  next  on  the  agenda  of  the  class. 

Finally,  if  you  don'l  understand 
everything  on  the  syllabus  ask  your 
professor  for  an  explanation.  They 
should  be  more  lhan  happy  lo  clari- 
fy any  questions  you  may  have. 

Probably  the  simplest  rule  thai 
students  should  follow  is  to  simply 
go  to  class.  It  feels  almost  dollish 
to  mention  this  rule,  but  so  many 
students  don't  follow  it  that  it's 
almost  necessary  to  repeat  it 
incessantly. 

The  best  way  lo  sec  this  is  to 
just  look  at  how  many  people  show 
up  on  a  bright  and  sunny  day. 

How  much  arc  you  going  to 
learn  by  not  going  to  classes  and 
wasting  the  S300  you  spent  on  the 


class? 

Next,  realize  that  the  Internet 
is  your  friend  No  matter  how 
many  books  the  Helmke  Library 
gets  il  will  never  compare  to  ihe 
worldwide  information  thai  is  avail 
able  over  the  Internet. 

Almost  every  professor  accepts 
Internet  sources,  and  mosl  often 
you  can  find  anything  you  want 
with  just  a  few  strokes  of  the  keys. 

Buy  the  hooks  for  your  class- 
es only  after  you  have  attended 
the  class  at  least  once  No  matter 
how  convenient  it  may  be  to  go  to 
the  bookstore  ihe  week  before 
classes  open,  you  may  not  need  all 
of  the  books  thai  are  on  the  shelves 
for  your  classes. 

Sometimes  professors  have 
alternate  or  extra  books  for  the 


course  that  will  appear  on  Ihe 
shelves  at  the  bookstore,  and  most 
often  those  books  aren't  needed 

Hopefully,  by  following  this 
rule  we  can  help  you  save  a  few 
extra  bucks. 

Lastly,  even  though  this  campus 
is  mainly  a  commuter  campus,  you 
should  try  to  find  some  group  or 
organization  to  be  a  part  of.

According  lo  Sarah  Nichter, 
coach  of  the  Forensic  League, 
"Many  people  today  feel  thai 
their  forensic  experience  has 
helped  ihem  with  successful 
careers.  Many  famous  people 
feci  thai  they  gained  their  confi- 
dence from  competing  in  foren- 
sic competition." 

Not  only  does  the  forensic 
league  offer  valuable  experience 
to  students  of  all  majors,  hut  it 
also  U  a  great  chance  lo  interact 
with  other  students  outside  of  the 
classroom  and  really  gel 
involved  with  the  IPFW 
community. 

For  those  of  you  whose 
hands  get  sweaty  and  knees 
buckle  at  (he  mention  of  public 
speaking,  Relax! 

The  main  goal  of  the  forensic 
league  is  to  have  fun  and  take 
advantage  of  new  experiences. 

Many  people  have  the  pre- 
conceived notion  that  joining  the 
forensic  league  means  nothing 
but  a  lot  of  extra  work  and  time. 

"This  is  a  lot  different  from 
the  high  school  speech  team. 
Everyone  has  family,  work  and 
kids  to  take  care  of,"  Nichter 
explains. 

Thai's  why  members  of  the 
learn  have  the  opportunity,  to 
choose  which  events  they  want  lo 
participate  in  and  decide  their 


own  degree  of  preparatidn. 

Members  also  get  10  choose 
from  a  variety  of  events. 

They  can  compete  in  Public 
Address  (informative  sneaking, 
persuasive  speaking,  after-dinner 
speaking,  or  rhetorical  criticism): 
Oral  Interpretation  (dramatic 
interpretation,  dramatic  duo, 
poetry,  prose,  or  program  oral 
interpretation);  or  Limited 
Preparation  (extemporaneous 
speaking  or  impromptu 
speaking). 

"We're  going  to  have  a  really 
great  team  for  the  coming  year 
already,"  said  Nichter. 

Last  year  IPFW  placed  sev- 
enth in  team  sweeps  and  had 
three  students  who  reached  state 
finals:  Geneva  Burgess,  sixth  in 
Novice  Prose;  Lyneite  Lewis, 
fifth  in  Prase;  and  Curtis  Crisler, 
with  partner  Lynetie  Lewis,  third 
in  Duo. 

Of  those  three,  Lewis  and 
Burgess  were  able  to  compete  in 
the  national  finals. 

The  finals  were  held  over 
five  days  at  Western  Illinois 
University  in  April. 

"It  was  a  fabulous  experi- 
ence: they  got  lo  meet  people 
from  the  entire  United  Stales," 
said  Nichter. 

Every  student,  even  part 
time,  is  eligible  to  participate  in 
the  IPFW  Forensic  League. 


"Many  people  here  on  cam- 
pus have  no  idea  that  the  speech 
learn  is  available  to  them  as  stu- 
dents," Nichter  explained.

The  mastodons? 

Where  did  that  name  come  from,  anyway?

When  most  people  think  aboul 
IPFW,  ibey  don't  think  of  it  as  being 
big. 

Most  Ihink  of  it  as  a  small  com- 
jmuter  college  in  the  middle  of  an 
Indiana  town.  But  if  you  look  at 
:some  facts,  IPFW  is  big. 

It  is  sealed  in  Indiana's  second 
largest  city,  and  is  home  to  two  Big 
Ten  schools. 

It  seems  only  fitting  lhat  IPFW's 
mascot  for  its  athletic  teams  be  big 
as  well.  And  by  far  there  could  be 
few  mascots  larger  than  the 
mastodon. 

The  American  mastodont  (the 
scientific  phrase  for  what  we  refer  to 
as  Ihe  mastodon)  was  a  huge  animal 
which  lived  during  the  Pleistocene 
era,  the  time  from  one  million  years 
ago  to  50,000  years  ago. 

This  is  the  time  when  massive 
glaciers  were  shaping  the  land  of 
Europe  and  North  America 

These  animals  lived  mostly  in 
the  southern  Great  Lakes  region 
(including  Fort  Wayne)  during  the 


late  Pleistocene  era.  and  around  the 
Atlantic  Coast. 

The  American  mastodon  is  a 
close  relative  to  the  modem  Asian 
elephant,  and  the  resemblance  is 
apparent  physically. 

Mastodons  could  be  as  tall  as 
ten  feel  at  the  shoulder,  and  had  a 
coal  of  short,  coarse  brown  hair. 

They  had  two  tusks  near  their 
mouths  to  tear  off  branches  and 
foliage  from  trees.     ' 

Interestingly,  these  animals 
were  either  left-tusked  or  right- 
tusked. 

The  mastodon  which  ultimately 
became  IPFW's  athletic  team  mas- 
cot was  discovered  in  1968. 

It  was  found  on  the  Orsie 
Routsong  farm  thirty-five  miles 
north  of  Fort  Wayne  when  the  owner 
found  the  bones  while  excavating  a 
farm  pond. 

Dr.  Jack  Sunderman  initially 
identified  the  bones. 

He  and  others  from  IPFW's 
Department  of  Geoscienccs  were 
called  in  to  help  with  the  excavation 
which  received  additional  funding 
from  the  IPFW  Student 
Government, 

The  mastodon  skeleton  turned 
out  lo  be  scattered  over  several  hun- 


dred square  feel. 

Once  all  of  the  bones  were 
found,  Routsong  donated  the  skele- 
ton to  IPFW  for  the  purposes  for 
research  and  for  display. 

The  bones  were  soaked  in  a 
solution  of  alcohol  and  shellac. 

The  alcohol  was  used  to  dry  out 
the  bones  which  had  been  sitting  in 
a  wet  pond  bottom  for  thousands  of 
years.  The  shellac  was  used  as  a 
preservative  and  hardener. 

As  it  lumed  out,  the  Routsong 
mastodon  was  relatively  young 
when  it  died. 

The  age  of  the  mastodon  upon 
its  death  can  be  determined  by 
examining  the  cheek  teeth,  or  the 
grinding  teeth  in  the  jaw. 

As  the  mastodon's  life  progress- 
es, new  leeth  erupt  from  the  back  of 
the  mouth  and  migrate  forward. 

The  oldest,  and  most  worn  teeth 
fall  out  of  the  front  of  the 
mastodon's  mouth  as  the  younger 
teeth  push  them  out. 

The  Routsong  mastodon  became 
IPFW's  official  mascot  soon  after  its 
discovery. 

The  original  bones  arc  an  exam- 
ple of  how  unique  and  large  IPFW 
is,  and  continues  to  be,  as  the  cam- 
pus grows  and  evolves.
